may hav e their place,’’ he com­ 
mented “ but to my notion they 
are not conduciv e to the best in­

Ex ports Oa war supplies to China and J apan in the six months 
ex ceeded those for the entire prev ious fiscal y ear, which, for the 
national munitions control board of the state department, beg ins 
Dec. 1. 
From last Dec. 1 to J une 1, J apan spent $6 ,09 1,09 0 for war equip­ 
ment in the United States, compared with China’s purchases of $5,- 
8 19 ,7 39 worth Their combined total was $10,112,152 in the prev ious 
y ear. 
Ex ports of war materials to all nations during the six months 
totaled $31,09 0.054, compared with $6 0,7 04,8 08 for all of 19 37 . Aircraft 
and parts, including commercial planes, form tlie larg est categ ory 
of ex ports under control of the munitions board. 
Sov iet Russia declined sharply as an arms customer. She w'as a 
leading buy er last y ear, ex porting of $12,446 ,025 of war equipment.

NE of the most beautiful river valleys of the 
Middle W est—that of the Solom on, the Sa­ 
line, and the Sm oky H ill— em bracing hundreds of 
thousands of acres of richest Kansas land— has 
just ex perienced the worst flood in 30 years. 
In places a norm ally shallow and lazy stream 
spread out over more than a m ile of territory, in- 
fiicting heavy loss to farm crops. Thc« e stream s 
course through the heart of the Kansas w heat pro­ 
ducing areas. Salina, w here the dam ag e w-as heav- 
u st, boasts of the third largest m illing operation 
in the United States, and whth good reason, for 
along a stretch of more than 100 m iles in length 
and from 20 to 40 m iles in width, m ile after m ile 
of w aving grain furnishes the foundation for thriv­ 
ing industry. 
And yet the Solom on and the Sm oky are habitual 
ti'ouble makers. They embrace a huge w atershed 
and w hen heavy rains fall the burden of the run­ 
off w'aters spells trouble along most of the entire 
leng th of the stream. It was a particularly heavy 
blow this spring to thc^e farmers w'ithin the flood­ 
ed areas because rarely have crop prospects been 
m ore brilliant.

The g ov­ 
ernm ent pays no attention and yet 
they surely know- the condition. 
Suppose the g overnm ent does not 
interfere: then the farm ers w ill 
lose 50 per cent or more of their 
1938 crop and the rest of the crop 
w ill not pay ex penses.
